$230,000,000 under last year, but are 
nearly $150,000,000 in excess of that 
of the proceeding year. 

Canadian exports for year ending 
July 1st have decreased over $160,000,. 
000 under last year and $150,000,000 
under the preceeding year. 


All-Canadian Union 
Is Excluded From 
Th6 Labor Congress 

The Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada has voted to exclude the Can¬ 
adian Brotherhood of Railroad Em¬ 
ployees, a union of over 7,000 members 
by a vote of 394 to 151. Things have 
come to a bad pass when an all-Can¬ 
adian union cannot be officially recog¬ 
nized in its own congress simply be¬ 
cause it is not international in its 
scope. 


214 farmers of St Paul district have 
signed the following protest and for. 
warded same to Premier Greenfield. 

“We, the farmer electors of the St 
Paul constituency protest against 
your government depriving this pro¬ 
vince of a French minister in your 
cabinet. In all fermer cabinets this 
province has had a representative of 
the French language.

Date and Rates of Seeding 

Winter rye should be cown between 
July 15th and August 30. With the 
pounds of seed jer acre. With the 
loter seeding i.e., dates coming after 
August 30, use from 45 to 70 pounds 
of seed to the acre. 

The earlier dates of seeding are 
more certain to produce a good strong 
stand. The early seeding, however, 
produces a strong " rank growth that 
makers a heavy drain on the soil mois. 
ture, and sometimes causes a lighter 
yield of rye the following year. W r ith 
the later seeding, a poor stand may 
develop, and as a result the crop does 
not protect the ground very much, 
and is more likely to winter kill. 

In sowing rye the guage is set as 
for wheat. The seed should be put 
down to moisture and not less than 
two inches deep. 

It is -a poor practice to pateture the 
rye crop closely in the fall. When 
it is pastured closely in the fall it 
is more liable to winter kill. A crop 
that has made good strong growth 
in the fall, if it was not pastured off. 
may be pastured in the winter. Mod. 
erate spring pasture may be allowed 
without seriously injuring the crop 
of grain.

Mr. Musselman has just returned 
from Winnipeg whehre he presented 
the Views of the organized farmers 
of Saskatchewan on the application 
of the Saskatchewan jpo-operative 
Elevator Company for an increase in 
handling charges to the board. 

In presenting his case, Mr. Mussel¬ 
man quoted the resolution passed by 
the Grain Growers of the province in 
their last annual convention, endors. 
ing an increase on handling charges' 
on grain up to a maximum of 2 Cents 
on wheat and proportionately on 
other grains. He pointed out that the 
Elevator Company could probably 
successfully defy regulations imposed 
by the commission which would force 
them to render service at a loss. 
There was a measure of doubt as to 
the legality of the Canada Grain Act, 
he said, but it would be unfortunate 
if any of those engaged in the grain 
business should see fit to violate its 
provisions, as long as it was the only 
legislation which existed for the pro. 
tection of the farmers. 

“One of the main reasons for the 
unanimous approval of the proposed 
increase in charges by the grain 
growers,” said Mr. Musselman, “was 
that the company has followed the 
policy of paying as hi|;h a price for 
street wheat as financial safety 
would permit. Special binning has 
been for many years carried on at a 
price much below actual cost, and 
this hah operated against paying the 
maximum: for street wheat. It has 
penalised the small farmer while help¬ 
ing the large farmer. The Grain 
Growers wish to see this inequality 
rectified and for that reason voted 
in favor of increasing special binning 
charges so as to cover cost of service” 


Up to last Saturday seventy-one 
harvest hands had been placed on the 
local farms through Mr Fahner and 
the government employment bureau.
